8o far as we have any anthentic ac- 

count of it, the introduction of Chris- 
ban misston work into west Africa was 
by the King of Portugal, in the year 
1481, from which time the contact of 
the natives of that part of the world 
with European Christian civilization 
lates, although the French had been 
extending their trade to the west Afr- 
dau cant sine the year 1389, and bad 
1otnally built « fort at Elming in 1383. 
To quote the words of Dr. Blyden, one 
t the greatest scholars yet produeed 
by the world, and certainly the prince 
of African (iterati: 

"In 1481 the King of Portugal gent 
ten «hips, with 500 soldiers, 100 labor- 
ers and a proper complement of priests 
as missionaries to Elmina, and from 
this spot Christian knowledge and civ- 
'|ization began tospread to other parts 
of the country. 

The Roiniah missions, however, ap- 
pear to have been abandoned in time, 
f.r, from the year 1723, nothing more 
was heard of them. They were given 
28 „disappeared from west Af. 


Following as far as posible the do- 
tor's order, we have the nndermen- 
tioned missions, which bave since that 
time been opened and, except in on- 
or two cages, firmly established on the 
coat and in the interior conntries. 

The Moravian mission of 1736, which 
was olosed in 1770. 

The mission of the Society for the 
Propagation of the Gospel in Foreign 
Parts, which appears to have co-oper- 
«ted with the Church of Evgland, in 
1751, in opening a mission, with inter 
ting history, in the town of Cape 
Coast, on the Gold Coast. It was from 
this «pot that the first native minister, 
ednceated in University of Orford, 
came. His name was Philip Ancecoe, 
and he labored with success for more 
than 50 years before his death, in 
1816, His epitaph is to be seen in 
Cape Coast castle. 

The Wesleyan mission, commenced 
in 1811, though contemplated as far 
back as 1796, when A. Murdock aud 
W. Patten were set apart for work in 
the Fon lab country. The Wealeyan 
mission, on the Gold Coast, I may add, 
dates from 1834, with the arrival there 
of the excellent missiouary, Joseph 
Dunwell.

The Wesleyan Mission, as well as the 
missions of the Church Migsionary 
Society, the Basle Protestants and the 
Roman Catholics are powerful organ- 
izations in West Africa, and occupy 
the conntry from Senegambia to the 
Lower Gnines, comprising about 3,000 
miles of coast alone, within whose 
area, in which the above missions are 
situated, are: 

Gambia, Sierra Leone, Liberia, tbe 
Gold Coast, Lagos, Niger and Congo. 
The inland stations of these Mis- 
sionary Societies are few compared 
with those on the sea board; but the 
inland work of the Basle Mission does 
it great credit, and shows what reeultse 
may be achieved by carrying the Gos- 
pel to the tribes in the interior; pre- 
cigely in the same way that the eplen- 
did work of the Wesleyan Mission, the 
Chnreh Miesionary Society and the 
Roman Catholics, nearer the coast, 
does them great credit. 

Now, what was the condition of the 
natives before the introduction -of 
Christianity among them? 

They were pagans and idolaters. 
They worshipped (as thoge unconverted 
among them still worsbip) natural ab-

The African climate is, to « large 
extent, unkind to Europeans, whose 
oonstitutions it sbatters and rains, par- 
tioularly where they freely take to 
drinking alcoholic beverages, The 
climate is found to be hot and op- 
preesive for the most part of the year, 
and to connteract, as is thought, its 
onervating effects, stimnlants are taken. 
It is sad to notice what large draughts 
of Whisky and other spirits are thus 
gulped down, and sadder still to see 
that even ladies—#0me ladies—take to 
spirit-drinking in West Africa, and as 
the craving for more liquor increas, 
rather than decreases, with #pirit- 
drinking, an unfortunate habit is es- 
tablished, which expedites the work 
of ruin. In the opinion of the best 
jadges, medical men and otherwise, 
alooholie stimulants taken in the 
tropics do more harm than good, or, 
if they do good, they do 80 only in 
special oases, and under very exoep- 
tional cirenmstances, and then they 
are preseribed only medicinally. Nev- 
ertheless, Enropeans in Africa will 
continue, as the genera] practice to 
take alcohol as a luxury and the cele- 
brated cooktail, a curious but highly 
relished compound of Whiskey or 
**O1d Tom” and lime jaiee and bitters 
and eggs and nutmegs, or of more or 
less number of stuffs, according to the 
taste of drinkers, will be offered and 
taken almost at every visit, of which 
there may be several in one day, and 
drank also before meals as an *'appeti- 
zer,” and truly in this seuse, that it 
creates the appetite for more alcobol. 
The European missionary may avoid 
all these things, but «till he is out of 
his native element in Africs, where 
his first care must be to secure his 
bare existence, and if he is suooessful, 
with care and by a temperate course 
of life, to keep his health, he has, as a 
rule, nothing like the great energy he 
potsesses in his native land, so that bis 
work oan only, in the main, be, as it 
is, that of bare snpervision. 

The Wesleyan missionary committee 
apparently recognizing this fact, has 
laid down the following rule: 

„That the European ministers be 
relieved as much as possible of the ex- 
baustive duties of pastor to the native 
chnreh, His fnnotion is rather to 
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Drink deep, or taste not the Pierian «pring.” 

The amount given does not neces- 
sarily represent the mea sure of the 
ability to give. To give a chilling or 
two may in certain cages—but only in 
certain cages —mean more than to give a 
pound or two; but the acceptable thing 
to God is, that we give according to 
the measure of our power, and cheer- 
fully, And the Lord's estimate of the 
measure of our power may be gathered 
from the honorable mention He made 
of the poor widow who gave her mite. 
We should all, then, give our mites, if 
even we be as poor as he, Are we 
prepared and willing to do this? While 
the glorious fact of the salvation of 
men who before sat in the region and 
shadow of death is before you, will you 
not be stimnlated by that fact to enter 
upon a obeerful course of giving, that 
thereby those yet unsaved, whose name 
is legion, may also be gathered in 
unto Obrist, and that you may be 
worthy of Him who gave more than 
gold for your salvation and mine, and 
calls us to follow in His footsteps - to 
give that others also may live, and be 
brought to His knowledge? 

Finally, pending and being bent 
for the Master implies working for 
Him, which is another and important 
way of extending the Redeemer's King- 
dom in the world, It means working 
for men's souls, bringing them into 
the way of life and the higher life- 
working to lift hnmanity, wherever it 
may be, ont of its degradation and 
ruin. And a special aspect of this 
work here presents itself to me. There
